Continuation of 11 : the provided dictionary definition of "succession" fails to preclude sequence of events where there is no time gap 
between succesive events and thus the claims having the limitation "in temporal succession" still covers the case of the prior art as 
explained in the previous Office action. In addition, applicant states the claims include "in a radio access control system" in the body of 
the claims. But this is mere repetition of the same language already recited in the preambles, thus failing to further define the claims. 
Likewise, since there is no definition of "an access code" the wireless data of the prior art reference reads on this claim limitation as one 
skilled in the art can customize the content of the wireless data to his/her needs to convey any message including data representing 
some access code.
